kiln, the cane which I was using slipped 
from my hand and disappeared in an 
.orifice and was lost to view. Breaking 
away the loose brick to recover my cane 
I discovered what appeared to be the 
entrance to a large room or cellar. Pro- 
curing a lantern I started out on a 
voyas» of exploration ;and discovery. 
Passing through this large room I en- 
tered a narrow passage walled up on 
each side with what appeared to be a 
formation 
of 
stalagmite, 
evidently 


caused by the dripping of water from 
the roof of the paswageway. 
These 
walls seemed to be of very ancient de- 
posit, of great closeness and durabil- 
ity which preserved effectually every- 
thing it covered or enveloped. Press- 
Ing on for about a mile, as near as I

1 the immediate vicinity of the Twelfth 
1 street dam. Coming to a standstill and 
listening attentively I could distinctly 
hear the rattle of vehicles overhead and 
| roar of the swift moving electric cars. 


Yes, 
It was plainly evident that I was 


underneath the Twelfth street 
dam 


and in a pre-hjstoric cavern, the exist- 
ence of which had been entirely un- 
known or even suspected- until my dis- 
covery of it at this moment. Hearing 
the rushing of water just ahead of me 
I carefully walked toward the sound, 
and discovered an Immense volume 
running Into the cave from the east 
and making its exit with a tremendous 
roar at the west end of the cave.

"A feeling of this kind on the port 


of the housekeeper Ic'atis to the pur- 
chase of the rnout expensive cuts of 
meats, simply because they aru quickly 
cooked. Where 25 cents' worth of steak 
would supply ample nourishment for a 
family of six, the housekeeper buys CO 
cents' worth ol chopw or a porterhouse 
Bteak. The fuel used would make an 
additional. cost c.s the stew, which 
s'nould never boil, and which could be 


t conked on a No. 1 burner coal oil stove,

cheaper ones. Prof. Atwater, the fore- 
most authority on the food question in 
America, says that the most wastelul 
people In their food economy are poor,
